The Board of Directors of 
Wilmington Community Television 
Inc. (WCTV), the access corpora- 
tion formed to provide local 
coverage on cable TV, hashed out 
the terms of a proposed contract 
between WCTV andthe town at 
their meeting Tuesday night. The 
board agreed to most of the con- 
tract language, which was largely 
spelled out by their attorney, Peter 
Epstein. « 

‘The contract calls for a three year 
lease of the Swain Schoo! basement 
area for a television studio, begin- 
ning in March,1988, The lease was 
limited to three years by Town 
Manager Buzz. ‘Stapczynski, who 
anticipates using the building as a 
new town hal! sometime in the near 
future.

Cable access corporation to get 
three-year lease at Swain School

Much of the discussion last night 
centered on the character genera 
tor, similar to a word processor, 
which provides television listings to 
the TV audience. Some members 
felt, because of its cost, the town 
should buy its own generator 
Others felt the generator should be 
located in the Swain School. 

Member Sandra Curtin suggested 
a good way to begin utilizing the 
studio might be to put a listing of 
Fourth of July events and infor- 
mation concerning local meetings 
on the generator as soon as 
possible, Others felt that would fall 
under the province of an access 
manager, who they have yet to hire. 

Other discussion centered on 
how the studio would be used. Pat 
Hoffman asked if they could rent 
out their facilities to groups to 
make films or commercials. Chair- 
man Charles Gilbert said they could 
make enough money to subsist but 
they couldn't make a profit or 
compete with Continental Cable 
since they are a non-profit group. 

Members of the board anticipate 
moving into thé Swain School 
sometime in June, once the contract 
is signed by both parties. They said 
one of their first actions will be to 
take care of wiring the building for 
the studio and setting up a telephone 
line in the office. 

Gilbert and Hoffman told the 
Town Crier they hope to get the 
studio ready this summer; hire an 
access manager soon, possibly 
within the next 90 days; and begin 
programming in the fall. 

According to an agreement with 
the Greater Boston Cable Co., the 
town will have three channels: an 

education channel, a government 
channel, and a WCTV access chan- 
nel, The cable company has agreed 
to provide $140,000 for the studio, 
equipment, and manager over a ten 
year period. In addition, the 
corporation will get access fees of 
five percent of the gross revenue 
taken by the town, minus some

statutory deductions. 

By contract, the corporation will 
cover two selectmen's meetings a 
month, two school committee meet- 
ings a month, the annual town 
meeting, and any special town 
meetings. Other meetings of 
interest to the community will be 
taped as well as special events and 
sports activities. Hoffman said he 
perceives a Game of the Week type 
format for sports coverage for such 
sports as soccer, baseball, baskt- 
ball, hockey, and football, 

Residents will learn what will be 
broadcast on the three local chan- 
nels each week by vicwing the 
government channel and reading 
the cable listing in this paper once 
the programs are set up. 

Members seemed excited that 
they were making headway with the 
studio and many of their plans were 
finally coming to fruition. 

“I don't believe it; we're really 
going to do this thing,” was Beverly 
Shea's comment to the board. 

"Hopefully by the fall," added 
Gilbert.

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Appeals board approves 
six-story hotel on West Street 


A new six story hotel, facing on 
Route 93 at West Street, Wilming- 
ton became possible Tuesday 
evening when the Board of 
Appeals, after a long hearing voted 
unanimously in favor. The first 
hearing was on April 6 and it had 
been continued to May 24. 

The hotel, which will replace the 
Casa di Fior and an adjacent office 
building, will not have individual 
rooms, but instead 260 suites. The 
proponents, Attorney Jooseph 
Courtney and members of the 
Corcoran Jennson Company of 
Quincy had prepared answers to 
many questions and had many maps 
and studies to show the Board of 
Appeals 

About one dozen neighbors,most 
of whom were from the Suncrest 
Avenue area, were in the audience. 
Many had questions after the 
hearing. 

Roland Bates, speaking for the 
proponents, told the Board of 

it would be a facility of 

he Town of Wilmington 

can be proud,” with 260 suites and 

an indoor swimming pool. He 

estimated that the town would 

acquire $370,000 a year from real 

estate taxes and from the four 

ercent hotel tax. 

he demand for hotel rooms in 

the area has not been satisfied" he 
told the board. 

Susan Caporale, speaking for the 
firm, said that the plans for the 
hotel have been “specifically 
adapted” to the peak hour trips, and 
the plan shows parking spaces for 
301 cars. Traffic studies by a firm 
named H.W. Moore, she said, 
showed that, both in the morning 
and afternoon there would be fewer 
cars than if a comparable office 
building had been proposed. 

Her last statement followed a 
statement by engineer Bill Jones of 
Woburn who showed that, without 
Board of Appeals action a four 
story building, with 80,000 feet can 
be constructed for office use, or for 
research and development. Jones 
anlayzed the needs of parking 
dividing them into hotel, 
restaurant and other functions. 

Letters were read, some 
submitted by Building Inspector 
James J. Russo of Wilmington 
Russo said he had reviewed the 
plans and could see no reason why 
the proposed one story parking 
garage could not be constructed. He 
further said he could see no reason 
why further construction of the 
hotel could not be allowed, in 
accordance with the special 
permits. 

The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce submitted a letter in 
support of the proposal, saying that 
the construction of a $30,000,000 
project could add to the tax base of 
Wilmington. It was signed by 
Carolyn J. Santorosola, president. 

Plans of the West Sweet area were 
shown by the engineers, showing 
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how the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts DPW was planning 
the area with new roads, for West 
Street. The entrance to the hotel 
would be about halfway between 
Suncrest Avenue and Industrial 
Way. There was a considerable 
discussion of street widths, drive- 
way widths, and traffic planning. 

After a half hour discussion, the 
chairman opened the meeting for 
questions. Richard Stillman of 
Suncrest Avenue asked the first 
question, and, from time to time 
had more to propose, mostly 
concerned with traffic, Among 
other things he was told that the 
relocated West Street will have 
four lanes, one of which will lead 
directly to Industrial Way. 

Mary Ducey of Hilltop Road was 
concerned about the water 
consumption of the proposed hotel 
The water pressure in the Suncrest 
Avenue area, she said, was low, 

"I can just see 260 people taking a 
shower there at 6 a.m." 

Mrs. Ducey also had remarks 
about traffic when she came out of 
Suncrest Avenue in her car. 
Engineer Bill Jones presented a 
map for her to use, and got on his 
knees to better show the map. 

She also commented on the 
Chamber of Commerce letter. 
"They are speaking for industry, 
not the residents!" 

Martin Burke of Glenview Road 
spoke on "peak traffic” leaving the 
hotel in the morning and arriving 


ts 
in the evening, in time to be in 
conflict with the traffic of 
Industrial Way. He also spoke of 
the proposal for the increased 
height of the building, saying that 
"We have water problems in the 
area" and voicing fears of water 
table problems. 

Engineer Jones, who told the 
audience he was not a "building 
designer” said that the building 
would probably be on pilings. 
There would be, he said, “no 
40,000 feet of excavation,” and the 
Conservation Commission would 
be ruling on the proposals. 

Bob Doucette of Ledgewood 
Road (not the selectman) said he 
was very much concerned: and 
opposed to giving any approvals 
the proposal, There is a lac 
water in the area, he said, and "you 
people don't live there.” 

The last resident of the area to 
speak was Ken Miller, a 
engineer. The state has taken his 
property, he said. "But I can see 
there will be an improvement in the 
area.” 

After the affirmative vote of the 
board, the chairman asked 
Courtney to submit a "Finding of 
Fact." MacDonald explained his 
moves to the audience, and said that 
those who wanted copie:

Jim Stewart is the new chairman 
of the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen following Monday's 
reorganization of that board.

They 
recognized that last year was a 
“difficult one” to be chairman but 
felt that Cain had been equal to the 
task. 

"It’s been an exciting year for 
me,” Cain said, adding that being 
‘on the board is "like a never-ending 
book...we accomplish one thing and 
another thing of equal value comes 
up.” He said he intends to remain 
involved in the Reading Light and 
town center issues in the year 
ahead. 

In looking to the future, Stewart 
outlined a list of priorities he 
expects to take up during his 
tenure. He noted the board should

The MWRA has compiled a list of 
12 sites, including one in Wil- 
mington, for construction of 
facilities to handle sludge from the 
sewer system. Some of them will be 
chosen for construction as the 
MWRA proceeds to comply with a 
federal court order to clean up 
Boston Harbor. 

During a well-attended meeting 
of the Sludge Siting Task Force 
Thursday, it was learned MWRA 
engineers are reviewing soil tests 
done on the two targeted parcels on 
Andover Street, That data will be 
sent to Wilmington officials in 
approximately four to six weeks, 
said Assistant Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull. 

During the evening, the town's 
three legislators gave a report on 
their meeting with Paul Levy, 
executive director of the MWRA. 
They called the meeting positive 
and said that Levy isn't “over- 
whelmed" with the Wilmington 
site, largely because of foreseeable 
transportation problems in the 
future, 

"[ have always felt all along this is 
no prime site," said Senator Robert 
Buell, adding that the only reason 
Wilmington is on the list is because 
Levy was obligated to come up with 
alternative sites. 

Rep. Geoffrey Beckwith stated 
that Levy said there are a number 
of environmental “hurdles” the 
MWRA has to overcome before 
narrowing down a choice. Miceli 
added that on a scale of one to ten, 
with ten being the highest 
probability of being chosen, 
Wilmington was a one. 

Task force members, and 
residents of Wilmington and An- 
dover who were in attendance, 
claimed they would only stop their 
joint efforts when Wilmington is no 
longer under consideration. 

“When we're officially knocked 
off the list we'll be relaxed and 
happy,” said task force chairman 
Joe Courtney. 

Several people wamed that de- 
spite plans to build two subdivisions 
on the Andover Street parcels, 
Wilmington could still get the 
facility if residents don't take steps 
to oppose it. Three town officials

‘Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said he had filed for an Aquifer 
Protection Grant to develop spe- 
cific standards to protect town 
water and give additional means to 
oppose the facility. He called 
Wilmington a “movable target” 
because of the uncertainty of the 
MWRA's plans. He added it was 


“scary” because the MWRA could 
identify a third parcel in the 
Andover Street vicinity 

Conservation Administrator Lib- 
by Sabounjian noted that any 
project funded through the federal 
government must have an 
Environmental Impact Statement. 
She said there are “extensive” 
wetlands on site which will be 
looked at closely by federal and 
state envifonmental agencies. She 
mentioned that in a letter from 
Levy last year, he stated that in 
order to be considered a viable site, 
land must be undeveloped, contain 
abandoned or inactive industrial or 
commercial faci s, or be an old 
landfill. Saboujian explained that 
neither parcel on Andover Street 
meets those criteria. 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
said there were too many uncer- 
tainties to deal with. For instance, 
he maintained if the equipment 
proposed to be used is not the best 
quality then “we're going to have 
pollution all over the place.” 
Erickson added he was uncertain, 
too, about the chemicals involved 
and the cost to residents in terms of 
a spill or accident. 

Task force member Peter Breen 
was outspoken on what needs to be 
done. He favored making the 
MWRA responsible for answering 
the "hard" questions like the type of 
technology to be used. Earlier it 
was noted that the technology for 


composting and combustion is 
“riddled with problems.” 

Breen urged that the town hire a 
consultant, something members 
agreed to do, He said residents 
should make an emotional appeal 
on local television because 
ultimately “it's going to be the 
squeaking wheel that gets the 
grease.” 

Andover resident Judy Lugus said 
the whole issue is a very emotional 
one for her town because "this 
impacts a lot of Andover residents 
who don't get any benefits from the 
MWRA.” 

The task force meetings are open 
to the public. The next meeting is 
scheduled for June 2,

the east side of the raiiroad tacks, 
and the sewer is on the west side. 
To: hook up directly (under! the 
tracks) could be expensive, he was 
told, too expensive for one 
company. 

If Grodzinsky could get about 10 
other companies to join, and share 
expenses, there was a chance, the 
commissioners told him. Chairman 
George Allan named a fund that 
would possibly help, available in 
the state house. 

Grodzinsky started calling on his 
neighbors. He found 10 who were 
willin to share the costs. He talked 
with George F. Carlson, an 
engineer of Howland Engineering, 
in New Hampshire. 

Grodzinsky was told that the state 
fund would approximately 50 
percent of the costs. He and his 
friends would have to pay tor tne 
other 50 percent, plus the 
engineering costs. The "partner's" 
share would be accepted, from the 
partners, and Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski was named to be the 
official to receive the "gift." 

In order to have the state 
participate Grodzinsky must have 
designs and funds ready by April 
1989.

A plan to expand the Wildwood 
Cemetery came before the Wil- 
mington Conservation Commission 
last Wednesday. 

According to consultant Ed 
Hollingshead of Fay, Spofford, and 
Thorndike, 130 plots are being sold 
a year. At that rate, he said, town 
officials realized there was a need 
for more space in the cemetery. 

‘The plan will impact 1400 square 
feet of wetlands and create an 
additional 4,700 new plots pro- 
jected over a 35 year period, said 
Hollingshead. It will also replicate 
both wetlands and a flood plain and 
reduce the amount of fill needed, 

Some commission members 
questioned if there are any state 
regulations covering the pollution 
of wetlands from embalming fluid. 
They asked that this be looked into 
before issuing an Order of 
Conditions on the project.

WRA studies town center 
development potential

The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority has asked consultants 
from Wallace, Floyd, and Associ- 
ates (WFA) to prepare graphics 
showing the development potential 
in Wilmington Center 

According to Executive Director 
Michael Matt, WPA has been asked 
to refine four plans originally 
shown to authority members in 
March, The plans showed com- 
mercial and other development 
possibilities in the town center area, 
ranging from minimal land use to 
maximum potential. 

Matt said the consultants will 
show the possibilities utilizing the 
design of the Mass Department of 
Public Works and Alternative 
Three, the recommended plan of 
the WRA. They will also do a real 
estate analysis and provide 
necessary information to move 
ahead with a revitilized town 
center. 

"We need the nuts and bolts of a 
basic development proposal,” said 
Matt. He noted the first part of the 
contract with WFA is complete. 
That included a traffic study and 


review of state's design a1 
development of alternatives to the 
state’s plan. Soon the consultants 
will recommend procedures and 
offer guidance on what kind of 
development should be considered 
for town square. The consulting 
contract is nearly ready to expire. 

The town center project is 
currently on hold as selectmen 
decide which plan, if any, they will 
endorse to the state. Selectman Bob 
Cain had asked the board to obtain 
more information on a fourth 
proposal he had suggested using 
ramps and a design similar to the 
DPW's. 

Matt said traffic consultant Bruce 
Campbell met with Cain at his 
request to go over the traffic 
projections and explain why Cain's 
plan was not recommended as the 
chosen alternative. 

"Bruce Campbell has no further 
responsibility to us under the terms 
of his contract," Matt told the Town 
Crier. He added if selectmen wish 
to obtain Campbell's services to 
design a conceptual drawing of 
Cain's plan, that decision would be 
between the board of selectmen and 
Campbell himself. 


Neighbors decry 
pole relocation

Though a pole relocation by New 
England Telephone is usually a 
routine matter, such wasn't the case 
at Monday's board of selectmen's 
meeting in Wilmington. 

Residents in the Oakridge Circle 
neighborhood were effective in 
getting selectmen to disapprove the 
proposed move. 

Ed Shannon of NET explained 
that Joseph and Gloria Raetano had 
requested the relocation to move 
the pole ten feet out of a right of 
way easement leading to their 
property. The pragerty is the pro- 
posed site of a 16 unit state subsi- 
dized condominium project known 
as Oakridge Commons. 

Neighbors had been vocal against 
the development which they claim 
is too dense for the small parcel. 
The right of way easement is on 
land owned by Samuel Blum, 

Blum's attorney, Simon Cutter, 
told selectmen "we're opposing this 
completely.” He claimed there was 
no need to move the pole and any 
attempt to do so would come out of 
the consumer's pocket. Cutter 
added that since, the planning board 
had three times turned down plans 
for one house on site, it was his 
feeling that "this project will never 
be approved." 
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Seiecuman Dan Ballou also voiced 
opposition to the relocation. He 
maintained that an affirmative vote 
by his board would allow the 
Raetanos "to get up and running" 
with their HOP (Homeownership 
Opportunity Program) project. He 
added there may be legal questions 
involved since the right of way may 
be illegal. 

Chairman Jim Stewart asked if 
Oakridge Commons was an ap- 
proved project. When the town 
manager stated there were no 
approvals yet, Stewart said he saw 
no reason to move the pole. He 
added that, traditionally, pole 
relocations take place after a 
subdivision is accepted. 


Though Bob Cain sought to table 
a decision until the applicant could 
be present, the board voted four to 
one to disapprove the Raetanos’ 
request. 


HOP project report 
due June 1

The Community Opportunities 
Group, the consulting firm hired 
by the town, is in the process of 
reviewing the Shawsheen River 
Estates project for Wilmington.

9, beginning at 7:30 p.m. Both 
boards have the chance to endorse 
projects submitted through the 
Homeownership Opportunity 
Program. 


Consultant to review 
Carter Estates

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission last week unanimously 
agreed to hire a consultant to re- 
view a filing on the four lot Carter 
Estates subdivision off Woburn 
Street opposite Federal Street. 

The proposal for the 3.5-acre 
parcel had been turned down by the 
board in December, requiring en- 
gineer Mike Rosati to come back 
with a better plan. The commission, 
at that time, had some problems 
with the point of discharge and 
altering bordering land subject to 
flooding. 

Though members said the new 
plan showed concern for abutters in 
that it will create more flood 
volume storage, neighbors still 
wanted to be convinced there would 
be no increase in flooding in their 
yards. 

Abutter Anne Quinn claimed the 
whole area is subject to flooding 


and raised questions on a culvert 
which doesn't drain properly. 

Barbara Lanzillo of Redwood 
Terrace said she felt the culvert was 
a "dummy culvert." Others said the 
culvert was clogged. Rosati assured 
neighbors no additional water 
would flow from the subdivision to 
abutters’ property. He added, 
though, that if they had had water 
problems before, they would most 
likely continue to have them 
because he couldn't do much to 
improve individual situations. 

John Burke asked what assurance 
the commission had that Rosati’s 
information and figures were 
accurate. In the interest of satis- 
fying the neighbors, it was decided 
to hire an outside consultant to 
check Rosati’s design. Abutters said 
they would go along with the 
consultant's report. 

The hearing was continued until

Poison suspected in 
pigeons deaths

A strange thing happened to some 
pigeons in the North Billerica Road 
area over the weekend. 
They mysteriously died -- 
of them at once. 
Tewksbury Health Director Bill 
McMenimen on Monday said that a 
few dozen dead pigeons had been 
found the North Billerica Road 
neighborhood over the weekend. 
McMenimen said the cause of death 
is unknown, but he suspects poison. 
Mrs. Rita Masters of 396 North 
Billerica Road said she called the 
board of health after her husband, 
Bob, found a dead pigeon on 
Saturday, and a look around the 
yard on Sunday turned up 18 more, 
in the grass, on the roof of their 
screen porch, all over the place. 
After checking with her neigtfbors, 
Mrs. Masters learned that about 40 
dead pigeons had been found in all. 
Bill McMenimen said there were 
no lab tests conducted on the bird 
carcasses, but noted that the pigeons 
showed no visible injury. He said 
the health department budget has no

provision for such lab tests. 

McMenimen also noted that, if the 
birds were indeed poisoned, there 
are no suspects as yet. If someone 
is found to be poisoning the birds, 
he said, appropriate action will be 
taken, 

Mrs. Masters expressed concern 
that other animals may eat the dead 
birds, at the risk of being poisoned 


themselves. She speculated that the 
pigeons could possibly have died of 
some disease, but there is no way of 


knowing. 

“Hopefully it was a passing phen- 
omenon,” Mrs. Masters said, “but 
it's really yucky to see all these 
dead animals in the yard." 

Mrs. Masters said most of the 
local pigeons seem to fly westward 
at the end of the day, and guessed 
that perhaps someone had poisoned 
the birds in their roost at night. 

At the recommendation of the 
health director, Mrs. Masters said 
the bodies were double bagged and 
thrown out with the trash. 

"I just hope this is the last of it,” 
she said.

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Frankly speaking

Jim Miceli has been rubbing elbows with Peter Jennings 

at ABC World News Tonight, as well as editorial writers 

from across the nation. In fact, if you're a subscriber to 

the Wall Street Journal your eyes weren't deceiving you 

last week. That was our own local rep being quoted in the 
lead editorial. 

Is Jim Miceli running for national office? Not quite. But 
instead, he’s making life pretty difficult for the local 
governor who is. Miceli, a member of the Democratic 
leadership in the House, as been chipping away at the 
Dukakis teflon lately regarding the state's budgetary woes, 
which Miceli has been quoted as comparing to "the last 
days of Pompeii.” 

Miceli’s dander was first raised when the governor began 
reverting money back to the general fund. Ina nutshell, 
that's like bailing water out of your lifeboat. According to 
Miceli the administration was ordering state departments 
to return appropriated monies, so as to help put a dent in 
the FY 1988 projected budget deficit, now hovering at 
$252 million. These reversions were continually denied 
by the governor, said Miceli. A member of the Ways and 
Means Committee, Rep. Miceli went on to recall an 
incident of the State DPW actually reverting $1.4 million. 
“That started the committee thinking that we were in 
financial trouble”. 

Perhaps the issue really hit home for the local rep when 
he found that budget reversions had reached into human 
services, and at Tewksbury State Hospital in particular. 
This was "despite needs” said Miceli, referring to. a 
whopping $430,000 suddenly trimmed from the present 
hospital budget. Pointing out that this discovery was also 
denied by the governor's staff, Miceli said, "We then 
concluded the governor was guilty of what he accuses 
Ronald Reagan of. Either he's not telling the truth, or he 
doesn't know what's going on.” 

Along with the 1988 deficit problems which have been 
making the headlines lately, Miceli says that the FY '89 
budget doesn't look that much better. Dukakis’ '89 budget 
request is off by $198 million, according to Miceli, which 
has prompted the Legislature to raise taxes on cigarettes, 
and put the state tax code in line with the federal, also 
known as ‘coupling’. Miceli voted against both of these 
measures, and criticized coupling in particular, saying, 
“they only adopted the parts of the code that will cost 
people money." 

Miceli says his objective in all this isn't simply to make 
the governor look bad. In fact, the local rep said "chances 
are he'll be the next president." Instead, Miceli wants 
Dukakis to make the tough choices that are needed; and if 
Miceli had his way these would include cuts in the 
infamous 03 contracts and trimming fat from the bulging 
state payroll. 

And is there a negative impact here for the state's cities 
and towns? “Miceli fears as much, saying discusssions are 
now taking place on Beacon Hill that will impact on local 
aid next year. "The towns had better watch their spending 
habits over the next few years", warned Miceli. 

Inthe mean time the governor is becoming very familiar 
with the name Jim Miceli. A former Republican before 
becoming a legislator, Miceli has been coming out with 
quotes that would make the likes of Royal Switzler (where 
ever he is) proud. "The governor has been playing 
games", said Miceli, while accusing Dukakis of simply 
“buying time for his presidential bid. 

It's that presidential bid that's been going full speed 
ahead, "damn the torpedos." But the more national 
attention that people like Miceli get, the more chance of 
Dukakis taking a hit. The foundation of the governor's 
campaign has been the Massachusetts Economic Miracle. 
If that is taken away from him, he would have to re-think 
his strategy in the middle of the game. Nevertheless, 
Dukakis still rides high above George Bush, who's hasn't 


been as adept as Dukakis at dodging bullets. 

Meanwhile, people like Lt. Governor Evelyn Murphy 
have to sit back and smile at the likes of Jim Miceli. 
Murphy is constitutionally destined to be left with the 
Massachusetts Economic Mess. It's to her political benefit 
to have at least a few Democrats clearing the way for that 
press conference she could be having after January. It 
would have to begin with the words, "Don't blame me for 
this mess, blame the President." 

And if Miceli’s criticism has a snowball effect, and the 
Duke doesn't go to Washington, he had better hope that the 
governor has a short memory.

Park Street residents 
express concerns

from the site. 

Bob Cronan and Ida Rideout 
outlined th ociation's conditions 
for the board, They asked that a 
revised plan originally required by 
selectmen be brought in before a 
permit could be issued. They 
Suggested a permit initially be 
issued for a three month trial basis 
and a two year completion date be 
set by the board.

To minimize damage to nearby 
homes from the blasting on site, 
they suggested a geological survey 
be required. This survey could 
provide a basis for insurance claims 
and include a video survey of 
abutters’ homes, Rideout said. The 
association also asked that an expert 
be hired to review kinds of 
explosives to be used and show 
where the charges should be placed 
to best protect abutters’ property. 

Selectmen seemed to feel the 
residents’ requests were reason- 
abl. Bob. Cain suggested a 
landscape buffer be placed around 
the excavation area to screen it 
from abutters’ view. Lorraine 
Ballou asked that proponents. also 
fence in the property. 

"I think it would be a tragedy to 
the town, a tragedy (if a child were 
hurt). We're fortunate that, to date, 
nothing has happened; no child has 
wandered on to that property,” said 
Ballou. 

Chairman Jim Stewart said his 
board was willing to meet with 
representatives of the Shriners 
organization and hoped that an 
agreement could be reached on 
dropping the court case. He told the 
residents "you do have obr 
surance that we will stand by our 
commitment (made) to you in the 
past."

DPW repairs plates 
on Lake Street bridge

The state Department of Publi 
Works is taking steps to repair 
several loose plates on the Lake 
Street Bridge, following noise and 
safety complaints from area 
residents. 

The work began on Tuesday and 
will reportgdly take three days to 
complete. 

At their meeting Monday night, 
selectmen heard Lake Street 
resident Al Scheibel and South 
Street homeowner Bruce Power 
tell of a dangerous hole on the 
bridge resulting from a loose plate, 
and noise that disturbs the 
neighborhood, especially late at 
night. Selectmen said if the state 
didn't follow through on a verbal 
commitment to fix the bridge 
Tuesday, they would be forced to 
close the bridge Wednesday for 
safety reasons. 

Selectman Bob Cain noted that 
not all residents are in favor of 
closing the bridge as it is 
convenient to use it to get to the 
Shawsheen School and a nearby 
store. Bob Doucette favored the 
move, Calling the present situation a 


“hazard.” 

The Lake Street Bridge is known 
as a "Bailey" bridge, a design used 
by the military. It was installed as a 
temporary fix nearly ten years ago 
after vandals burned the previous 
bridge, a wooden structure. The 
bridge is made completely of steel 
with a surface of steel plates. 

The state DPW, meanwhile, is in 
the process of replacing the old 
structure with a new bridge. The 
state took over the responsibility 
for all railroad bridges many years 
ago. Wilmington has several 
bridges along the Lowell Division 
of the Boston and Maine tracks. 

Other issues brought up by the 
two men Monday were budgeting 
for area sidewalks, a follow-thru 
‘on a truck restriction agreed to by 
selectmen, and the possibility of 
asking that bulldozers begin work 
later than 6 a.m. 

Stapezynski reported that a target 
date’ of October or November has 
been set for the completion of the 
new bridge. He said, though, that 
realistically the date may be 
extended. 


Truck restriction proposed 
for Salem Street

A request by selectman Bob Cain 
to restrict truck traffic on Salem 
Street to six wheeler trucks found 
favor with the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen Monday night 
The request came in response to a 
number of complaints of hauling on 
Sundays and late evenings. It was 
felt it would be hard to eliminate 
truck traffic entirely because of the 
towns involved and the road's 
connection to two state highways 
The restriction would have to be 
approved by the state, said Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
Anthony Capuano, who resides at 
the corner of Ring and Salem 


Streets, said it wasn't so mueh the 
trucks as the heavy equipment they 
pull, He related a recent situation 
where a crane was hauled up his 
block and "rocked" his house. He 
claimed the road is used at all hours 
of the night by out of town truckers 
“just passing through" and the 
diesel fumes force homeowners to 
keep windows closed. He suggested 
signs limiting truck size be placed 
in strategic locations. 

Cain suggested contacting the 
Tewksbury Board of Selectmen to 
join in the request to restrict truck 
traffic 

"If the request is reasonable, 
we're liable to get support,” he 
said.

For more years than one would, 
perhaps, care to remember there 
has been an agreement, sort of, 
between Attorney Joe Courtney and 
the publisher of this paper. The 
agreement relates to mushrooms, 
and the finding and eating thereof. 

Larz finds them and Joe cooks 
them. That's the formula. It works 
out very well. Joe is the type of 
individual who could take first 
place in almost any home cooking 
book contest. 

In recent years there has been an 
amendment to that agreement. The 
general public is now a part of the 
formula, The story has to do with 
the finding of morels, a particular 
mushroom that is at its best about 
the 15th of May, each year, 

It started when the publisher of 
this paper decided that the readers 
thereof should learn of the joys of 
finding and eating of morels. Each 
year, during the early weeks in 
May there has been a story about 
the Morchella Esculanta, otherwise 
known as the sponge mushroom, 
one of several morel mushrooms.

Sewer plans incomplete 
for Nichols Street area 


In the planning of a sewer for the 
end of Shawsheen Avenue and 
Nichols Street, in Wilmington, 
there \is to be a sewer pumping 
station at the end of Nichols Street, 
near the Shawsheen River. That 
place is the lowest spot in the area, 
which also includes Hopkins Street. 

The site of sewer pumping 
stations was discussed in the Water 
& Sewer Commissioners meeting 
of May 19. At the end, the 
commissioners did not seem to have 
arrived at a decision. 

Shawsheen River Estates, a 
privately proposed subsidized 
housing project was, in a sense, the 
cause of the discussion. It has been 
proposed by Wilmington developer 
James Tighe. Tighe has talked with 
the commissioners several times 
during recent months. 

When he started his conversation 
he was talking of "private" streets. 
Recently he has been talking of 
“public” streets. 

In the first meeting Tighe was 
told of the Nichols Street sewer 
pumping station. It would pump 
sewer effluent uphill, to Shawsheen 
Avenue, from whence it would 
flow down Lake Street to Grove 
Avenue. Commissioner Arthur 
Smith made the remark that Tighe 
should "bring his checkbook.” 

The commissioners and engineer 


Emile Hamway discussed several 
possibilities, during the May 19 
meeting of the board. One point 
was a discussion by Hamway of the 
possibility of a sewer pumping 
station in Shawsheen Estates, 

‘The elevation at Shawsheen River 
Estates is 100 feet, he said. A sewer 
pumping station 20 feet 
underground could probably 
effectively drain the area southerly 
of the railroad track. It could make 
sense, Hamway said. 

Chairman George Allan pointed 
out that the commissiners were still 
supporting the original master plan 
for sewers. He also pointed out that 
there had been changes in zoning 
off Hopkins Street, and that the 
sewer plans would have to be 
updated, But, Allan said, the Sewer 
master plan should not be changed. 

Part of the discussion involved 
using the railroad tracks as a 
dividing line and thus split the area 
into two subdistricts. Another part 
of the discussion was to the effect 
that Wilmington should have only 
the number of sewer pumping 
stations that it absolutely needed. 
Maintenance costs were the reason. 

There was no firm decision, but 
there seemed to be agreement that 
the Nichols Street pumping station 
will be needed. There will probably 
be no "sub" pumping station in 
Shawsheen Estates.

Wilmington to build 
new water tank 


A new water tank is being 
planned by the Board of Water & 
Ssewer Commissioners, in Wil- 
mington.. Planning was authorized 
by the recent annual town meeting. 

The 3,000,000 gallon water tank 
is planned to be erected on the 
highest (255 feet above sea level) 
hill in Wilmington. It will be near 
Andover Street, but probably will 
not be visible from that street. 

The source of water will be the 
Brown's Crossing Pumping Sta- 
tion, about 60 years old, together 
with a new pumping station, to be 
named for Eddy Sargent, former 
water superintendent, Water mains 
have already been laid up Ballard- 
vale Street and along Research 
Drive, to service the water tank. 
Wilmington paid for the mains, but 
the labor of installing them was 
done without cost to the town, The 
Research Drive water main is 12 
inches in diameter. 

The first water tank in 
Wilmington was erected on Kelly's 
Hill, sourtherly of Shawsheen 
Avenue, about 1930. It has a 
storage capacity of 600,000 gallons 
of water. The top of the tank is 
exactly 300 feet above sea level 

The second tank was constructed 
off Hillside Way, on the highest hill 
in south Wilmington. It has a 
capacity of about 1,000,000 
gallons. The top of this tank, too, is 
exactly 300 feet above sea level.

have been complaints of rusty 
water in Wilmington The basic 
reason is a "surge" in the wate 
mains. Brown's Crossing Pumping 
Station, working at night, fills the 
two standpipes. Then during the 
day water is drained for use by 
residents, etc 

This pumping action, back and 
forth, disturbs and moves the rust 
in the water mains. It is expected 
that. when the new tank is in service 
the “surge” will no longer exist. If 
residents still find rust in the water 
that rust will probably come from 
another source. 

The new water tank will be 
located in the Town Forest. A 
water main will be laid to connect it 
to the Research Drive water main, 
and another is planned to connect 
the tank to the Andover Street 
water main 

The tank will double the storage 
capacity for Wilmington water 
Like its predecessors, the North 
Wilmington tank will be erected to 
a height of exactly 300 feet above 
sea level. 

No date has been set as yet, for the 
beginning of construction. 
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Backyard

Memorial Day weekend is upon 
us, signaling the end of any chance 
of a killing frost. Traditionally 
here in central and northern New 
England, it is time to get the tomato 
and pepper plants into the soil, if 
you have not already done so. Area 
nurseries have a good supply of 
‘started vegetable plants on hand but 
get there early this Saturday to 
avoid the last minute crunch, 

If you have never grown green 
peppers and have a section available 
measuring a foot wide by six feet 
long, try a half dozen plants this 
year. You will be pleasantly 
surprised to see how well pepper 
plants do here in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury. The young plants 
should be set out a foot to 15 inches 
apart in a spot affording at least 
five hours of direct sunlight. Use 
the same precautions to prevent 
cutworm losses as you would use 
with your tomato plants. Yet 
another simple and effective way to 
thwart cutworms is to dust the base 
of your plants with powdered 
rotenone, a non toxic insecticide. 

Peppers are a long season crop. 
First pickings are usually mid to 
late August. Any of the water 
soluable piant fertilizers, applied 
one gallon of dilute solution per 
plant twice a month, will help to 
produce big, blocky, productive 
plants. What | especially like about 
peppers is that they need no spray- 
ing or dusting during the summer, 
being relatively insect free. 

A generation or two ago, no 
home garden was considered com- 
plete without a stand of pole beans. 
There are still a few gardeners 
around who must have a dozen or 


gardening 


so hills of Kentucky Wonder pole 
beans each year, and more power to” 
them. Much more space efficient 
are the modern backyard gardens. 
Burpee's Tenderpod green beans is. 
a super productive (and delicious) 
variety, and you can still find them 
on the seed racks at Mahoney's and 
Pinewood, among others. If you 
like the yellow types, try Burpee's 
Brittle Wax. 

Bush beans will succeed in almost 
any garden soil, and have the added 
advantage, as legumes, of absorb- 
ing free nitrogen from the air, 
much of which is left in the soil 
after the plants are harvested. Sow 
the seed thinly in rows three feet 
apart, and, when the plants are four 
inches high, thin them to no closer 
than six inches apart in the row. A 
very light side dressing of 5-10-5 
fertilizer once a month is all that is 
needed throughout the season, 

Beans are one of those vegetables 
which should be planted in a 
different location each year, to 
avoid a buildup of root chewing 
insects in the soil. 

‘A continuous supply of beans 
throughout the summer can be 
assured by successive plantings. If 
you have, let's say, a hundred 
square feet allocated to bush beans, 
divide the section into thirds, Plant 
one third now, a second section mid 
June, and the final third about July 
1, What cannot be consumed at 
‘once can be canned or stored away 
in the freezer. 

Hopefully your garden is fenced 
in, since young bean plants are 
favorites with rabbits and wood- 
chucks. Later on we will get into 
control measures for the one 
serious insect pest of bean plants, 
the Mexican bean beetle.

Nightcrawlers rule the 
lawn after dark

All this rain we've had lately isn't 
wasted. Rain does one superb thing 
for fishing: 

It gives us bait for free. 

‘Yup, free. 

After any rainstorm, the sidewalk 
is literally slithering with worms. 
Chubby, pink garden worms are all 
over the walk after a spring rain, 
just praying for a kid with a plastic 
bucket to come and rescue them 
from drowning. 

Free bait. There you go. 

But all kids (myself included) 
know that big fish prefer big bait. 
Why use garden worms when there 
are huge, thumb-thick nightcraw- 
lers oozing around out there? Little 
worms are fine for kibbies, maybe 
even trout, but a trophy bass would 
rather eat a fat ‘crawler than some 
skinny litte worm, right? 

Well, sorta. Years of living and 
fishing has taught me that worms 
just aren't the best bait on earth for 
bass, but that's never stopped any- 
one. My preference for bass fishing 
Tuns toward artificial lures and live 
minnows, but watch and see if some 
10-year-old won't catch a new state 
record bass in the next few days, on 
a worm, just to make me a liar, 

Catching nightcrawlers, though, 
isn't as easy as picking earthworms 
out of a puddle. Nightcrawlers have 
to be hunted down, in the dark. It 
takes a cautious step, sharp eyes and 
lightning quick hands to fill a tin 
can with fat nightcrawlers. A lower 
back that won't complain about 
being bent in half for hours also 
comes in handy for a ‘crawler hunt. 

Any reasonably healthy lawn in 
New England will produce night- 
crawlers by the handful, from now 
until fall. If there are little piles of 
black dirt on the lawn in the 
morning, it means the ‘crawlers 
were out there last night. 

On the night after a rain, when 
the dirt in the yard is still moist, the 
nightcrawlers will ooze out of their 
holes to meet and mingle. (Yes they 
do.) However, you can water the 
Jawn and get the same effect. 
“Wait until after it's completely 
dark, around 10 p.m., then walk 
very cautiously onto the grass with 
a small flashlight in hand, And 
make sure you walk VERY ‘softly! 
‘Crawlers can feel vibrations in the 
ground, and they'll zip back into 
their holes in half a heartbeat if 
they feel something coming. Walk 
lightly. 

Use your flashlight to scan the 
ground ahead, so you won't step on 
your bait before you grab it. The 
‘crawlers will show up as shiny 
spots against the brown dirt. But if 
the worms zip into their holes as 
soon as you see them, maybe your 
light is too bright. In my high 
school biology class they never said 
that worms have eyes, but night- 


crawlers can sure tell when the sun 
comes up suddenly in the middle of 
the night. 

Some folks say a red filter lens 
keeps them from seeing the light, 
but it’s a judgement-call. I've found 
that a filter makes things a too dark. 


Anyway, once you've found a 
worm, try to get your hand as close 
as you can before striking. Watch 
out for blades of grass, because the 
least vibration will send the worm 
on a quick zip into dungeon land. 

Now, the head of the worm is 
dark brown, while the tail is more 
of a gray color. With this in mind, 
you can tell which end is still in the 
hole, and which end is out. Night- 
crawlers always come out of their 
holes head first. Never fails. 

About 90 percent of the tinie, the 
nightcrawler wilh keep part of 
his-her tail in the ground, in case of 
trouble. The tail end has tiny little 
hairs which hold against the sides of 
the hole, and if the worm feels or 
sees trouble coming -- ZIP! Gone! 

So, you try to get your hand near 
the tail, then grab fast! The worm 
will try to duck back under- 
ground, and a grab for the head 
will leave you with slimy fingers 
and no nightcrawler. Always try 
for the tail end if you can. 

If the worm has too good a grip 
on the ground, just hold on and 
wait. The ‘crawler will relax for 
just a second, to get a better grip, 
and that’s when you can lift it right 
out of the ground and toss it in the 
can. On to the next worm. 


As for the "he-she" part, worms 
are both, called “hermaphroditic,” 
meaning that each worm is both a 
boy AND a girl, at the same time. 
When you find two ‘crawlers head 
to head, it means they're mating. 
Apologize for interrupting them, 
then toss them into the can, 

If you find any big, black beetles 
scurrying around on the lawn, step 
on them. They eat nightcrawlers, so 
you shouldn't put them in the same 
can as your worm supply. 

As for keeping your worms alive, 
the best stuff on the market is Buss 
Bedding, available at most bait and 
tackle shops. Stringy sphagnum 
moss (found in better swamps 
everywhere) works great, but plain 
old dirt will suffice. Better still, 
take only what you can use. 

Do stay in your own backyard, 
unless the neighbors know you're 
going to be out there. Oh yes, and 
be prepared to answer questions 
posed by police officers who will 
certainly come to ask why some 
weirdo is prowling around at night 
with a flashlight. Yeah, I have. 

Free enterprise has been spawned 
in many a heart with the fisher- 
man’s equivalent of a lemonade 
stand. A buck a dozen is about 
right, but expect early wakeups. 


But parents, here's the best reason 
yet for letting the kids sally forth at 
night to catch ‘crawlers: You can't 
catch worms if the grass is too high. 
So, if your lawn is going to be used 
as a wormitorium, it helps to keep 
the grass trimmed close. How's that 


* for a health; side effect? 


Your lawn is probably full of big, 
fat nightcrawlers, but you'll never 
know unless you take a flashlight 
and go out worm hunting. You may 
never walk barefoot on the lawn 
after dark again. 

Go out tonight and take a look,

Good news and bad news for 
Wilmington Police Officer Charlie 
Nolan. Charlie came into the shop 
last week with a gorgeous, Heddon 
split bamboo fly rod, like new, 
which he picked up at a garage sale 
in Chester, New Hampshire for a 
paltry $10. Curious, I called a Mr. 
Carmichael in Bedford, N.Y., who 
specializes in antique fishing gear. 
He said that Charlie's new toy is 
worth only about $100 - $150. 

However, Mr. Carmichael said he 
has a 6'6" bamboo rod made by one 
Mr. Garrison, for which he has 
been offered $15,000. Yes, that's 
right -- fifteen K, and he turned it 
down. Other names to look for in 
old split bamboo rods, he said, are 
Gillum, Payne, Leonard, Halstead 
or Edwards. If you still have your 
grandad's old flyrod with one of 
these names on it, you may have an 
item worth a couple of thousand 
bucks sitting in your garage! 

The bass are in the shallows! It 
came as a nice surprise last week 
when I nailed a pair of 3-pounders 
on a Heddon Tiny Torpedo in three 
feet of water. I thought the bass 
would wait a bit before moving in, 
Not so. The crappie were also fun 
to nail with the surface plug. 

Beware of air raids! If you fish 
the fly-fishing-only stretch of the 
Nissitissit River in Pepperell, be 
careful! A pair of goshawks are 
nesting near the river in the 
so-called "Columbo" area of thi 
Nissitisset, and they DO NOT like 
to be bothered. A few fly-rodders 


have allegedly been ripped up by 


the angry parents and some have 
been chased into the river. The state 
is posting the area for a few weeks, 
to protect both birds and anglers, so 
steer clear!

Teen earns $500 for year without boob tube

Peter Nestor agreed to son 
David's proposal immediately - 
$500 for a year without 
television didn't seem the least 
bit extravagant. ‘‘He was sure I 
couldn't do it,” says David 
who'd gotten the idea in the first 
place from something he'd seen 

..on television. 

After watching a current 
affairs program about a boy 
from Rhode Island who'd done 
“the same, David was inspired - 
and he’s the first to admit that 
the inspiration came from the 
money to be gained. 

The rules of the contract 
between son and father were 
simple and basic: no television 
for a year except for five days 
“off” to be chosen by David. 
Extenuating circumstances 
such as a family vacation were 


exempt from the deal - after all, 
the family had to live. 

In some , half an 
hour can be very long if the 
children are conscious that the 
Cosby show is on, and their 
television isn't. David paid no 
attention to what he might be 
missing. He started on 
February 24, 1987, a date still 
right on the tip of his tongue, 
and ended approximately one 
year later - without even using 
up his five “free TV" days. 

‘The experience was wor- 
thwhile for more reasons than 
$500; the results though 
somewhat temporary - were 
quite satisfactory to everyone 
concerned; but the process - 
which encompassed all David's 
leisure activities - was not 
everything one might have 
expected. 

David's mother Fran is the 


first to point out why the family 
really didn’t think he’d make it. 
“He could quote you anything 
from TV shows he’s seen again 
and again,” she says. “He knew 
"Different Strokes’ word for 
word. He'd come home from 
school, grab a snack and turn 
the TV on.” And on it would 
stay: “Different Strokes,” 
“Silver Spoons” and “St. 
Elsewhere” at the top of his list. 

He went cold turkey, though, 
as soon as the deal was drawn 
up. He only made it to the 
movies three times that year. 
And in spite of the fact that he 
couldn’t rent videos or watch 
television at friends’ houses, he 
achieved what he had set out to 
accomplish. 

The first results came in 
along with his marks from 
Parker Middle School in 
Reading where he is now an 


eighth grader - his grades-went 
up immediately and he made 
the honor roll. No one was more 
surprised than David. 

He worked a paper route, 
Saved some money, answered 
questions from friends who ask 
to this day how many more days 
he has to go. Life was a bit 
boring without six hours of 
television a day; and sur- 
prisingly, time passed much 
more quickly during the 
summer than during the school 
year. “During the summer, I 
did other things with friends,” 
he says. ‘We have a swimming 
pool and I would shoot baskets 
and do things outside.” He plays 
baseball, too. 

He spread the free TV days 
out over the year, did watch 
“Wrestlemania” in March as 
planned, forgot to use the day 
he’d saved for Christmas 
vacation 

The obvious, best alternative 
for someone in David's situation 
is reading. It passes time and 
takes one worlds away, builds 
skills and increases chances for 
academic success, is active and 
fun and wonderful. 

Did David read more to pass 
the time? No. Not books, 
anyway. Instead, he reached for 
baseball magazines, sports 
columns and his baseball cards. 

After all, there was always 
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the radio which he listened to

How one man grew 
the Great Pumpkin 


Morrisville, Vt. 
ROM the road there isn’t much to | 
distinguish Don Flemming’s farm 
from a hundred others in this 
northwestern tip of New England. 
But behind the barn, where the 
grazing lands begin, there's a small plot of 
unusual ground. For one thing it is strewn 
with old auto tires and fenced in with a 
fine plastic mesh. 

Last year it even brought a measure of 
world fame to the dairy farming commu- 
nity here - and, says a satisfied resident, 

“for a few days we were more than just 
the neighboring town to Stowe [the well- 
known ski resort}."" 

What caused the stir was the Great 
Pumpkin Don Flemming grew among all 
those old tires. When it was placed on the 
scale down at the pumpkin weigh-in in 
Topsfield, Mass., last October, it hit 604 
pounds, That was enough to make it the 
World Pumpkin Confederation’s cham- 
pion for 1987 

Now for an American to produce the 
champion pumpkin, against the regular 
strong challengers from the rest of the 
world, including far-off New Zealand, is | 
not unusual. But New Englanders are not 
expected to be prominent among them. 
Their growing season is simply too short. 
And for someone like Mr. Flemming, who 
lives way up in ski country, to even try | 
was considered laughable. 

What makes the tale even more aston- 
ishing is that Flemming isn't a profes- 
sional grower. He was a building contrac- | 
tor until he retired a few years ago.

He knew from his contracting experi- 
ence that a house sited on a southerly 
slope is warmer than others.

“Maybe a 
hundred of them. I didn't count,” he says. 
These were placed two and three deep in 
short rows here and there around the 
plot. 

‘Anyone who has put his hand on an 
auto tire that’s been lying out in the sun 
knows how hot it can get. By day's end 


these low tire “walls” or “islands” had 
enough stored heat to radiate out extra 
warmth all night long. 

-+»y~Mow.might say they fooled the pump- 
kins into thinking they were growing 
down in New Jersey or some similar place 
where giant pumpkins are more common- 


place. 

Back in 1986 these climate modifiers 
proved themselves in an important way. 
That year, the Flemming farm had a frost 
as late as June 11 and as early as Aug 25, 
a mere 10% weeks later. 

Even so, Flemming grew a 530-pound 
monster that earned him the New Eng- 
land title and the heightened respect of 
everyone in the pumpkin-growing world 

Here was someone who started out 
with an 80-pounder the first time he tried 
growing giant pumpkins, in '84, jumped to 
300 pounds the next year, and now was 
topping 500 pounds - an awesome size 
whether it-wins the top prize or not. Even 
so, few thought Flemming could ever win 
the world championship outright. But the

Sun tips 


Dr. Frank Akin, Senior 
Director of Clinical Research at 
Plough, Inc. in Memphis, who 
helped ‘develop the Coppertone 
Water Babies line, suggests the 
following ‘‘sun-sensible’’ 
precautions to protect your 
child from overexposure to the 
sun. 

*Use sunscreens on children 
as young as six-months old 
unless your physician indicates 
otherwise; keep infants 
younger than sjx months out of 
direct sunlight. 

*Limit children’s sun ex- 
posure during the peak intensity 
hours of 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. and 
take children out of the sun at 
regular intervals. 

*Keep infants’ heads covered 
at all times when in the sun and 
try to make sure older childen 
wear a cap with a visor. 

*Use sunscreens when in the 
shade to protect against 
reflected sunlight. Be sure 
children use sun protection even 
on cloudy or overcast days. 

“Protect sun-sensitive areas 
such as face, ears, neck, upper 
chest and arms with a high SPF 
sunscreen daily. Apply before 
any outdoor activity. Reapply 
liberally and frequently. 

*Use waterproof sunscreens 
when swimming and reapply 
after toweling off 

*Use products that are 
hypoallergenic on sensitive 
young skin. 

*Don't stop using sunscreens 
even after youngsters have 
begun to tan. Tanned skin is not 
sufficient natural protection 
against the sun’s ultraviolet 
rays. 

*Teach older children to get 
into the habit of using sun- 
screens daily and educate them 
about the importance of 
avoiding sunburn. 

*Set an example by practicing 
preventative sun- and skin-care 
habits yourself
